DIRECT NATIONAL TAXATION. 
We print another letter from Commune 


Bonum favoring direct taxation—that is, a 
land tax—for raising the revenues of the 
General Government. We presume this will 
be the last appeal, as our correspondent’s 
case seems to be entirely made up. And a 
very bad case itis. The writer has evidently 
never made a study of the subject. Remind- 
ed of the fact that the Constitution provides 
that all direct taxation shall be levied in pro- 
portion to population, he admits this to be 
unjust and impracticable, and demands a con- 
stitutional amendment. This settles the 
whole question. Such an amendment can 
never be procured. Three-fourths of the 
State Legislatures will never be found to 
ratify it. Our national taxes for interest, 
pensions, and all other purposes, distributed 


inhabitant. If levied directly on the 
people, New York, with its 5,000,000 people, 
would pay $35,000,000 annually ; Illinois, with 


| its 3,000,000 people, $21,000,000; Indiana, 


from $14,000,000 to $15,000,000; Iowa, 
Michigan, and Wisconsin, over $10,000,000 
each; and so on. It is folly to suppose that 
these States would, ratify a constitutional 
amendment exacting such large amounts of 
direct taxation on real estate in addition to 
what they pay directly for the support of 
State, city, and local Governments. 

Commune Bonum is also in error in 
supposing, as he evidently does, that the 
United States Government may coerce the 
State Governments to levy and collect the 
proportion of United States taxes allotted to 
them severally, and thereby save the cost of 
collection to the United States. The United 
States Government has no authority to do 
anything of the kind. Suppose New York, 
Pennsylvania, Dlinois, Indiana, and Ohio, and 
perhaps one or two more of the larger States, 
should refuse to collect the United States tax 
levied upon them,—what then? How would 
the Government proceed to coerce them ? 
Would it declare them in a state of insurrec- 
tion and invest them with troops to force 
them into obedience? This would be the 
only way, and we apprehend that this system 
would be more costly and disastrous in the 
end than to do the assessing and collecting 
for itself. There would have to be another 
constitutional amendment covering this 
point, which the States would refuse to ratify 
for the same reason they would refuse to 
ratify the first. 

Tf the United States should undertake to 
assess and collect its own taxes throughout 
the States, the cost of collection, so far from 
being ‘less than the present cost of raising 
revenue from imposts on imported goods, 
would be fully four times as large. The cost 
of collecting customs duties is about $6,500,- 
000; the cost of collecting the internal rev- 
enue about $5,000,000; total, $11,500,000, 
The amount of taxes collected, and like- 
ly to be collected for some years to come, is, 
in round numbers, $280,000,000, so that the 
cost of collection under the present system is 
something like 4 per cent. It will scarcely 
be maintained that the United States could 
do the work of assessing and collecting more 
cheaply than the States; the cost would prob- 
ably be greater. Now the experience of Ili- 
nois is that the entire cost of collection, in- 
cluding the loss from taxes successfully con- 
tested by tax-fighters and not paid, is from 
20 to 24 per cent. The State Auditor always 
levies from 10 to 12 per cent more taxes than 
the amount of the appropriations, in order to 
pay the actual cost of collection; then from 
10 to 12 per cent is not collected at all, and

ENLARGED JURISDICTION. OF UNITED 
STATES COURTS. 

The decision of Judge Daummonp in the 
ease of the Chicago, Danville & Vincennes | 
Railroad Company is a very important expo- | 
sition of the changes made in the law govern- | 
ing the jurisdiction of the United States 
Courts, and the transfer of suits from the 


the Railroad Company filed a bill in the Cir- 
cuit Court of Will County against the Com- 
pany, and on this bill Judge McRonzrrs 
appointed a Receiver for the road. This was 
on the 22d of February. On the 3d of March 
Congress passed a new law on the subject of 
the jurisdiction of the National Courts in 
cases where the persons interested are citizens 
of different States, and on the subject of the 
transfer of such suits from the State to 
the National Courts. On the 22d of 
March a copy of the record of the case 
in the States Courts was filed in the office 
of the United States Court, and subsequently 
a motion was made to dismiss the case thus 
brought into the United States Court for 
want of jurisdiction.

WELLS ON TAXATION BEYOND JURISDIC- 
TION. 

The Hon. Davip A. WILL article in the 
March Atlantic must have satisfied most of 
its readers that a man could not be constitu- 
tionally taxed on property lying outside the 
jurisdiction of the power levying the tax, and 
that resort to the proper courts would rid us 
of a mass of illegal and unjust taxes which 
are imposed by nearly every State in the 
Union. Mr. Ws opinion was, however, 
criticised by seyeral writers, and he has now 
brought forward fresh proof of the sound- 
ness of his views. Ina long letter to the 
New York Hvening Post he quotes a number 
of decisions by the Supreme Court of the 
United States, which seem to settle the 
point beyond a doubt. It is a 
somewhat dry and abstruse question, 
but its concrete importance to heavy 
tax-payers and its interest to attorneys 
and to students of politics is so great that we 
give Mr. WMS points at length. His op- 
ponents argue that a State, even if unable to 
tax property beyond its jurisdiction, can 
assess and tax the person of a resident in 
respect to property situated thus extra-ter- 
ritorially.” In other words, the States, by 
changing the form, can retain the substance 
of this wrong taxation. 

Before meeting this theory, Mr. Weis 
quotes fresh decisions in support of the point 
that extra-territorial taxation is, per se, un- 
constitutional, In the foreign-held bond” 
case (15 Waxiacz, 369), the United States 
Supreme Court said 

Property lying beyond the jurisdiction of the State 
is not a subject upon which her taxing power can be 
’ legitimately exercised. Indeed, it would seem that no 
| adjudication should be necessary to establish 80 ob- 
vious a proposition. 

In the same opinion is this passage: 

Even where the bonds (negotiable, salable chattels, 
having a ¢:tus where found) are held by residents of 
the State, the retention by the company of a portion 
of the stipulated interest can only be sustained as 6 
mode of collecting a tax when that species of property 
ig im the State. When the property ts out of the State 
there can be no tax upon it for which interest can be 
retained, The tax laws of Pennsylvania can have no 
extra-territorial operation. 

This really covers both points,—the un- 
constitutionality of extra-territorial taxation 
and the impossibility of taxing the person 
in respect to” extra-territorial property. 
In MoOCuntocne os. Maryland (4 Wuearon, 
429), Chief-Justice Marsuauy said: 

All subjects over which the sovereign power of a 
State extends are objects of taxation; but those over 


which it does not extend are upon the soundest prin- 
ciples exempt from taxation. 

On the 426th page of the same volume is a 
decision in the case of the United States os. 
Rien, which declares that the right and 
power to tax arises solely from jurisdiction 
over the property and the correlative duty to 
protect the property. Evidently, taxation 
without protection is tyranny. 

These decisions of the Supreme Court rest 
upon Sec. 1, Art. 4 of the Constitution: 
Full faith and credit shall be given in each 
State to the public acts, records, and pro- 
ceedings of every other State.” Full faith 
and credit” has been judicially decided to 
mean full effect” (Mus os. Dusyze, 7 
CA,, 481). If a rasidentof Massachusetts 
owning property in Illinois has judgment 
rendered against him for taxes on that prop- 
erty in both States, he can carry the question 
by writ of error to the United StatesSupreme 
Court, and, says Mr. WAs, there will be 
no more possibility of his being obliged to 
pay both of these jadgments than there 
would be of his being obliged to pay thirty- 
eight similar judgments entered in each of 
the thirty-eight States in the same cause of 
action for the same debt.” He adds: 

The constitutional question here referred to did 
really arise in the celebrated case of CingEn against 
Van Boeurex (7 WaLiace, 139), in whith the Court 
b.eld that a judgment rendered in Illinois under an at- 
tachmen®of property having an actwal Situs there 
roust prevail against a conflicting judg ment rendered 
in New York, based upon the fiction of law that per- 
sonal property follows the person, although all the 
parties to both suits were citizens and cesidents of the 
State of New York; or in other words, this decision

In 1866 this 
rule was modified so that when a suit was 
brought in a State Court by a citizen of that 
State, against a citizen of another State and | 
citizens of. the same State as the plaintiff, if 
the controversy might be finally determined 
between the plaintiff and the citizen of the | 
other State without the presence of the co- 
defendants, the suit might be removed to the 
Fedegal Court. But now comes the act of 
1875, and provides that, when there is a con- 


troversy wholly between citizens of different | 


States, and which can fully be determined as 
between them, then any one of the plain- 
tiffs or defendants actually interested in the 
gatroversy may remove the suit into the 
Federal Court.

u RAILROAD COMPETITION POSSIBLE 


Mr. C. F. Apams, Jr., stated, in his recent 
course of lectures at Boston, that competi- 
tion between railroads was impossible. His 
statements rest on more than fancy. There 
is sometimes a sharp, feverish struggle be- 
tween the great rival corporations, but the 
end of it is that they agree not to 
and make up, at least in part, by high freights 
and fares, the money they have lost by cut- 
ting under.” Competition between rail- 
ways,” says Mr. Apams, “is the medium 
through which consolidation and combination 
work themselves out.” The competition of 
three great lines resulted in the Saratoga 
combination, and the practical union of the 
Baltimore & Ohio with the other railways is 
merely a question of time. Not only the 
experience of our country but that of 
Europe establishes the theorem. A recent 
book by CALA pe Franquevmixz, The 
Administration of Public Works in England,” 
draws a forcible contrast between the pro- 
cesses of railway-building in France and En- 
gland, and shows that the two different 
methods lead to the same aim,—absence of 
competition. In England, the State does al- 
most nothing, the individual almost erery- 
thing, ia constructing a railroad. In France, 
the relative positions are somewhat reversed. 
When the road is built, the English Govern- 
ment fixes a maximum fare, requires the stop- 
page of one train a day at each station, and 
does nothing more. In France, the Govern- 
ment supervises and regulates every- 
thing. In a word, France has for- 
bidden competition and deliberately 
created monopoly; while England has 
tried to prevent monopoly and has failed to 
create competition. Yet the railway business 
of each country is divided up between a few 
great monopolies.. Butmonopoly in France, 
says M. pe Franqueviiz, having been de- 
liberately created, has been provided with 
every check needed to protect public inter- 
bests; while monopoly in England has no 
bridle, and the country lies defenseless be- 
fore it. In this country, railway construction 
and management have been abandoned to in- 
dividual enterprise, in the vain hope that 
competition would act as it does in most 
business affairs. Two or three years ago, 
the public woke from that delusion, and did 
some foolish things in the attempt to pro- 
vide the necessary safeguards against 
overcharge and discrimination. But all the 
laws passed have thus far afforded little or no 
relief, and in some of the States those restric- 
tive laws have been repealed, and in others 
modified, as they were found to do more mis- 
chief than good. The trouble with State in- 
terference in so delicate and complicated 
a business as operating railways is, that the 
owners of the property will not assume all 
the expenses and risks except upon the con- 
dition of having whatever profit can be made 
out of the business. No man will venture 
to furnish the capital to establish a business, 
and the money to operate it and keep the 
property in repair, if the man who 
patronizes him .is allowed to dictate 
the compensation to be given for the services 
performed. Where the law declares that only 
a reasonable rate shall be charged, the prac- 
tical difficulty is in ascertaining what that 
sum is. If the companies determine it, the 
patrons say it is too high. If the patrons of 
the road fix the price, the companies refuse 
to accept it as too low; and, when the dis- 
putes are carried into the courts, the litiga- 
tion becomes vexatious and interminable. 
In several countries in Europe railway 
freights and fares are regulated by the com- 
peting water-courses,—rivers and canals,— 
and by State ownership of part of 
the lines, which plan seems to work 
well. Thus in Germany, the Empire 
owns several trunk lines, and operates them ; 
the Kingdom of Prussia owns and operates 
nearly half the roads; Bavaria owns all but a 
few branch or local roads. Several of the 
other German States own a part, and, taking 
the whole Empire together, private companies 
do not operate more than one-third of the 
railways. The competition of the Govern- 
ment roads regulate their tariffs, but the States 
also dictate rules and regulations. Belgium 
owns and operates one-half of the railways in 
the Kingdom. Holland has bnilt most 
of her roads, and then rented the use of 
the tracks to different companies, which 
take them subject to strict regulations about 
freights and fares. In all these countries, 
the idea of State ownership is more or less 
perfectly realized. It is doubtful, however, 
whether State ownership is a possibility un- 
der our political system, where rings and 
cliques job everything. State supervision on 
the Massachusetts and Minnesota plan seems 
to be the best possible method of direct in- 
terference with railroad management which 
has yet been tried. 

The most effective method of preventing 
dxtortion, however, in this country, is to se- 
cure the competition of waterways against 
railways. When the Erie Canal is open, 
Eastern freights are low on all the competing 
railways. When the Erie season closes, 
railroad freights jump up 25 to 50 per cent. 
Parallel cases could be quoted from the 
vicinity of every canal. Yet, if we are asked 
whether the State should insure effective 
competition by digging canals on its own ac- 
count, we must perforce remember the gigan- 
tic Erie Canal frauds and hesitate.

Bills Presented. 


The town offices at the southwest corner of 
Washington aod Desplaines streets were crowd- 
ed yesterilay evening by a large gathering of 
persons interested in the proceedings of the 
Board of Auditors. The Collector's force was 
all on band, as an attempt was to be mado to in- 
duce the Board of Auditors to give them $125 
apiece all around. Chief-Clerk Glassbrook had 
figures showing that the cost of the office last 
year for all expenses, exclusive of the Collector's 
salary, was $6,316.13, while the Board had only 
voted (8,200 for the same this year, although 
there vere nine more employes. 

Although the Board had adjourned to meet at 
7, Supervisor Baker did not get around until 
after b when the Board convened; present, 
Supervisor Baker in the chair, Justices Walsh, 
Beully, Van't Wound, Austin, and Town~-Olerk 
Fitzge rald. The minutes were read, and were a 
remarl able specimen of the kind. They con- 
sisted of a bad, one-sided report, giving 
digests of speeches. with comments thrown 
in by the fancy of the Town Olerk. The 
remarks interjeated by Oollector O’Brien were 
fully reported, and, according to these min- 
uten, hus explanations were greatly to the satia- 
faction of the Board. The Town Clerk wrestled 
with then rthoepic difficulties of the Eoglish lau- 
guage as presented in this curions document for 
so lot ig tinat the patience of the Board was ex- 
hausted, and he was ordered to stop and prepare 
u proper set of minutes to be read before the 
Board sb ould adjourn.

THE PRESIDENT’s VIEWS.

The 
President said to-day that the rumors that the 
Administration contemplates a war with Mexico 


of annexation as too ridiculously absurd to 
notice. He remarked that the originators of the 
ramors seem to have forgotten that no such 
scheme could originate outside of Congress.

GOINCIDENCE OF THE REPORTS. 


The following paragraph appeared ia 
Sunday Times: - 

At the time when the King of the Sandwich Islands 
was thé@cuest of the city, the same venomous sheet 
[Tue Trrevuwe) went put of its way to the extent of 
printing what purported to be an interview with Gov.

ion, This helps both parties along. Other creeds pay 
no attention to this, As long as they get the natives to 
attend church and echools they think nothing of their 
bodily wants, In my opinion the decrease; im our na- 
tion may be attributed te the sudden change from idola- 
try to Christianity.

THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 

The Board of Health held their annual meet- 
ing yesterday, Commissioners. Moore, Geiger, 
Hook, ifeDermot, and the Sanitary Superin- 
tendent be\og present, Dr. Hahn presiding. 

The repo:'t of the Sanitary Superintendent was 
submitted, aiid from it the following statistics 
are taken: 

Number of deaths, 8,025; in 1878, 9,557,—a 
decrease of 1.5.2. Ot the deceased 4,325 were 
males and 3,700 f males; 2.033 married and 5,992 
single: 3,308 under 1 year of age; 1,110 between 
laud 2; and 2 over 100 years years. Brain dis- 
eases carried off 204; cholera infantam, 1,326 ; 
consumption, 630; convulsions, 971; . dtar- 
rhea, 252; pneumonia, 376; accidents, 257. 
The highest mortality, 1,090, was in the Fif- 
teenth Ward, and the lowest, 34. in the First 
Ward. The deaths in hospitals were 579. The 
number of small-pox cases reported was 343,—a 
decrease of 1,187; deathe\ 90,—a decrease of 
346. This result was attr: Wuted to vaccination 
and revaccination, pot ont in both the house 
aud neighborhood where the disease prevailed, 
but of the pupils in public and private schools 
throughout the city. There wu an increase of 
66 in the deaths from cholera infantum, and it 
was predicted that there would de an increase of 
deaths from thie and other diarrheal diseases 
during the coming summer unvess alleys are 
cleared and basements dried and ventilated.

THE APOLLO CLUB CONCERT. 

As if the public conceived a sudden sympathy 
with the revival of music noted in late announce- 
ments, the Apollo Club concert attracted a large 
audience last evening at McCormick's Hall.

She has not that mathematical precision 
which marks Mies Mehblig’s playing, in 
which ap oceasional error would almost be a 
relief, but there is a sort of original and natural 
brilliancy, which more than atones for the differ- 
ence. Her playing is free from many of the de- 
fects natmral to youthfulness and precocity, 
which is to be attributed to the thoroughness of 
the instructions she has received. She devel- 
oped a genuine sympathy with the Chopin 
scherzo (B miner, op. 31), and an exceptional 
faculty of understanding and interpreting Ru-
